was excellent, and he presents the 
reader of his essays with an admir- 
able anthology. His reading wan 
wide, far wider than that of Lamb 
or Tazlitt—indeed, only Coleridge 


among his contemporaries had the: 


same range—and he proves again 
and again his excellense ns 
n- critic “ not) merely by mak- 
ing sensible and sometimes 
very neute remarks, bat by fishin 
out exactly the right quotation. 
There is too in these essays that 
suggestion of bright — untidineas 
which Shelley notices. They are an 
odd but pleasant jumble. There is 
no attempt to denl with subjects 
only on one level, or to restrict the 
trestment to one “key.” Ao paper 
will begin as a joke and end perhap: 
naa piece of serious literary critic- 
ism or a lay sermon, Another wid 
start its career as a sober Vittle 
thesia, and thon gradually lose Itself 
in a stream) of anecdotes. Not a 
few of these essays are clearly lnst- 
minute productions, hastily penned 
after consulting a reference book or 
two, Yet the whole medley and 
motley bears witness to the same 
persomulity, and we know We are in 
the company of Leich Hunt. 
Very youd company it is’ too, in 
ile of one or two failings. “A 
companion,” 
: nnd though the 
whole min, with his good looks and 
vente hich spirits, bys quick sym- 
pathies and easy manner, has not 
been captured in cold print, there is 
enough of him in these essaya ta 
make us appreciate Lamb's judg- 
ment. Carlyle, in temperament and 
tastes, had little in common with 
Hunt; Indeed it would be dificult to 
find two men of letters who were 
more unlike "one another; yet of 
Ilunt, Carlyle could write: 


Ife fs a man of the most indis- 
putably superior worth—a man of 
genius inn very strict sense of 
that word, and In all the senses 
which it Mears or implies; of 
brilliant, varted gifts, of graceful 
fertility, of clearness, lovingness, 
truthfulness; of childlike, open 
ehatacter; also of most pure, even 
exemplary, private deportment; a 
mun who can be other than loved 
only by those who have not seen 
him, or acen ‘from a distance 
through a false medium.

Lamb's humour, that witd dark 
jestingg of his, Is at once terribly 
intimate and yet universal; but 
Leigh Hunt's fun is neither one nor 
the other, but somewhere between, 
gently domesticated, Ike the plny- 
fulness of un old friend at a family 
party. Especially does he excel. mm 
humorous descriptive papers, such 
ns his Getting Up on Cold Mornings, 
ant A “Now"—Descriptive of a Hot 
Dey, and, in a mare restrained 
manner, the essays on an old gentle 
man and an old Isdy, which seem to 


me the best things of thelr kind we + 


have. I first made the acquaintance 


of these more playful essays when I}. 


was a boy; they captured my im- 
agination then, no doubt because 
they were so rich in eonerete illus- 
trations, exnct humorous imagery; 
and when I turn fo them now they 
never fail to renew thelr charm. 

Leigh unt was not one of those 
men who hug thelr delights in 
secret, who hate to share the -plea- 
sures of art. On the contrary, he 
was for ever running to spread dhe 
good news of literature. He «was 
one of the first of our democratic 
bookmen, And that is another rea- 
aon for welcoming him into the 
“everyman Library.” He will feel 
at home in it, and is perhaps even 
now rejolcing in the shades, just aa 
many thousnnds of readers will goon 
rejoice in the companionship of his 
easy.

Proverbs are proverbially danger- 
cus; dangerous as a guide to con- 
duet beesuse proverbial support can 
be adduced fur any — excess; 
dangerous as na yuide to truth be- 
cause they invariably contain only 
half a truth which gains specious 
strength from the succintness of its 
expression. Thus it is that they 
are to be found In contradictory 
pairs such ag “One man’s meat Is 
another man’s poison,” and “What's 
sauce far the goose is sauce for the 
rander.”” But for all their un- 
reliabibity thelr study is a fascinat- 
ing one, bearing as it docs on folk- 
lare, socinl history, etymology, and, 

in a small way, philosophy. 

Mr. G. L. Apperson’s Work is a 
comprehensive one af 732 payes, 
planned on entirely new lines. The 
various sayings are illustrated by 
dnted quotations, in chronological 
order, drawn from the whole range 
of English literature; and, where 
these fail by dated references to the 
earliest collections of proverbs in 
which dhey are found. * The ar- 
rangement is rationally, not 
mechanically, alphabetical. It in- 
cludes not only proverbs, i.e, didactle 
sentences, but all that is vaguely 
called “proverbial,” such as stereo- 
typed metnphors (c.g. “piping hot’’) 
or familiar similes (c.g. “as plain 
as a plkestaff’). Here are a few 
specimen entrica, picked at. random, 
which will give some iden of Mr. 
Apperson’s method and of the In- 
trinsic interest and elegance of his 
proverbs. ,

The renunciatory clement in & 
sane and balanced Christianity will 
be baaed upon a true rather than a 
deeply pessimistic estimate of the 
nature of man and his duty towards 
God.’ It will recognise his wonder- 
ful promise, but also his wayward- 
ness, his wilfulncss, his lack of 
stability and attentivenoss, his in- 
herited weaknesses, and his pervert- 
ed ingenuity for finding out new 
‘sorts of wickedness. Without giving 
way toa sin-obsession, or indulging 
in a Confucianist optimism, Chris- 
tians will continue to bo guided in 
their selection of experience less bY 
the desire to spend the short span 
of thicir lives as profitably to them- 
selyes ag possible than by a sober 
consideration of their own capacities 
and infirmities, and also of their 
own individual vocation. They will 
ask first, not the question 'What do 
I want to experience?’ but the ques- 
tion, ‘What does God call me to do?’ 
They will also remember that each 
Individual, each generation, cach 
race,‘and probably the human race 
ns a whole, has only a leasehold 
tenure of earthly life. =, : 


Guide of the New World. 


Not only does such a Christianity 
_seem eminently fitted to be the guide 
of the new world whichis to-day 
taking shape, but that world, in 80 
far ag it is choosing to dispense with 
ft, can hardly make good its claim 
to be following the path of wise and 
steady progress. 

I am not appearing here as the 
advocate of that particular type of 
Christianity which our President 
has consistently condemned, j.c. one 
which has become secularised and 
this-worldly, . ‘without salt oF 
savour’; but I cannot {cel satisfied 
that, of Troeltsch’s well-known de- 
lineations (Church-type, sect-tyPer 
ipdividualiat-mystic type), the 
second and third represent the cor- 
rect reaction of the average Chris- 
tlnn to-day to the fnets of earthly 
exiatence.

Renunclation—A New Type. 

“In conclusion, 1 would plead for a 
favourable consideration of « type 
of renunciation which Is perhaps 
less understood to-day than it used 
to be, i.c., Substitutionary renuncla- 
tion. It has two main varictics. 
The first, that which seeks to re- 
deem others by a voluntary renun- 
eintion of an experience In which all 
cannot safely indulge, and chooses 
a narrower life for the sake of 
weaker brethren. Tho second, that 
which secks to offer to God repara- 
tion for injuries done to Him, and 
voluntarily imposes Upon itself 8 
life of austerity 23 82 affectionate 
attempt to compensate for the un- 
dutifulness, the selfishness, and the 
brutality of others. 

Both these varictic3 of renuncla- 
tion haxe formed ot Important ele- 
ment in the history of the Christian 
religion, and no account of jt would 
be complete without some reference 
to them. The first, which has its 
classic -exponent ‘nm St. Pau! 
(Romana xiy), has led to some of 
the finest flowers of Christian char- 
acter, Involving the disciplined lives 
of parents, pastors and teachers, 
mission and resct@ Workers, The 
second, dating perhaps from the 
impulsive prenking by o certain 
sinner of a box of precious oint- 
ment, concerns the Poctry rather 
than the prose of religion. it fs the 
Justification for the austerities of 
+flagellants who cannot forget that 
their Lord was Himself scourged, 
and tg the source of that Christian 
heroism which {s the snvour of life. 
The lover of Christ asks not ‘How: 
little need I do in order to ensure 
safety?’ but ‘How much can | give 
up In order to show My gratitude to 
Him who loved me and gave Him- 
self for me?’

OME most extraordinary assertions were made at the public 
meeting of the Finance Committee of the Legislative Council 


.}on Thursday, afternoon, which serve to demonstrate that certain 


Unofficial members have an entirely erroneous conception of their 
status. . 

Discussing the Supplemental Vote to compensate officers in the 
Government Service in receipt of sterling salaries on account of the 
drop in the exchange value of the dollar, the Hon, Mr. J. P. Braga 
deprecated a previous discussion of the question by the Unofficial 
members within closed: doors. That “seerct method of conducting 
public business did not command his admiration, and he desired 
thus publicly to condemn it,’ It is difficult to see how one can con- 
demn what one participate’.in. Where is the logic of being present 
and airing your views at a private and informal mecting of Unofficial 
members und then squealing about it later at a public mecting con- 
vened to diseuss the self same points previously considered in pri- 
vate? Mr, Braga should be grateful for the concession made by a 
Government with an official majority at its command in permitting 
meetings of the Finance Committce to be held in the full glare of 
publicity. Unoffiéials are not quite so happily placed in certain other 
Crown Colonies. In any event, it is but natural that one Unofficial 
should consult another with regard to a particular Vote to be con- 
sidered. That being so, what is so dreadfully wrong with the idea 
of all the Unofficials meeting informally at the one time and ex- 
changing their views? The principle remains the same. There is 
no “hush-hush" policy. There is no effort to keep a subject wrapped 
in mystery—to talk about it with bated breath lest some imaginary 
constituents should hear a whisper and promptly demand the re- 
signation of their seats by the offending Unofficials. . 

How entirely wrong is the idea of their status og Unofficial 
memfers is illustrated by the following gem from the lips of Mr. 
Braga:— 

When ail is said and done, Unoiiicial members of this 
Council are but the representatives of the community. 
As such, they are responsible to the community for the 

_ expenditure of public money which, sfter all, comes out of 

the pocket of the rate:payers. The people who find the : 
money to mect public expenditure are entitled to know 
‘upon what grounds their representatives have decided to 
vote for or against the sanctioning of any sum in respect 
of any specific vote. 


The Unoficials are not the representatives of the community. 
One is merely nominated by the Genoral Chamber of Commerce. 
Another is elected by the Justices of the Peace. Al! the others aro 
appointed by the Governor. The community as a comniunity has 
not the slighteat voice in the appointments of the Unofficials. 
Therefore, it is all wrong for any Unofilcial to.nasert that “the peoplo 
are entitled to know on what grounds thete representatives vote.” 
Tho people have no representatives. Beyond the one Unofficial who 
represents the General Chamber of Commerce and the other who re- 
presents the Justices of the Peace, the Unofficials represent: only 
themaclves! They are their own constituents. They are answerable 
only unto themselves! The public does not earo a braas farthing 
about thelr grounds for voting for or against any proposal in the 
Legistative Council, ‘The public is not ono of the parties who elected 
or appointed them to the position of Unoflicial members of .tho 
Council, 

It ia time that these falue conceptions of the status of Unofficial 
members wore removed. When an Unoffleial represents only himaclf 
It fs Gilbertian in the extreme to find him talking like a member of 
& Town Council in a fifth rato provinafal town at Homo, fearful lest 
every word will be welghed In the balanco and ho be advorsely critl- 
clsed, or naked to resign or bo ousted by.the votes of tho “free 
and indepondent electors” at the next Munictpal hustings. It may 
be unfortunate at times‘that some of our Unofficial mombera aro not 
elected by the ratepayere—tho persons whom Mr, Braga very graci- 
ously remermbora find tho moncy for he and-his colleagues to vote— 
but to dlacuss this phase would ieee us a eewhiere at the: inane !

GRIM REALISM. 


Brilliant Acting by the’ Salisbury 
Pinyers. 


Warn content hotween notions 
or States, carried on hy force of arms,

collective Monaters, Mavs or “Mammon, 
who marshal the insect-like hordes of 
tin-helmeted figures over the earth, ore 
satinted with the blood of mangled 
podica—lo, diztinguished signatures are 
appended to.a scroll of parchment, 
Peace resumen its uneventful drgg ot 
plensure and money-making. War Is 
forgotten; and fer that reason war is 
made possible. 

There are some men who will not lat 
us forget—even 12 years after, Mr. 
Robert Stierlf is one of thelr numbor. 
His play, “Journey's End,” (which was 
produced by Mr. G. R. Salisbury's Com- 
hany at the Star Theatre, Kowloon, 
Inst night) contains nothing erudite. 
Tt is na simple as Homer's description 
of the death of Achilles, Yet it Ina 
work of art of terrifie force, in which 
the heights‘of comedy and the depths of 
pathas merge into oO duct that must 
touch a chord In every human being 
It in not necexsnry to have taken part 
in the late War to be moved by 
“Journey’s End,” any more than it in 
to be an Italian in order to comprehend 
Shakespeare’s “Jullua Ciesor” Yet 
unfortunately the men who went to the 
War will sense again its grim reallam, 
and the memory of acrid smoke and 
bleeding bodies will emerge from the 
subconscious. 

Immortal Characters. 


The play has a metaphysical motif 
of which its author may net even have 
heen aware. His characters, once net 
up, have declared their independence 
and made their own play. Most of the 
characters are immortals, but they wero 
not created or invented by Mr. Sherriff 
who, far fram being an original play- 
wright, haw merely nected as n medium, 
Thnt wonderful character, Captain 
Stanhope, was not the child of Mr 
Sheriff's brains he was known ta 
Bernard Shaw and Henrik Ibsen, 

A type, ruchless when there is a fight 
for mastecy, tender, yet devoid of 
rentimentality, bitter with Life, yet 
abiding by its standards, Then there 
{a Trotter, the plumber who rises from 
the ranks to a captaincy; a tyne 
perennially * cheerful, thoughtless, 
genuine, and blind te those fine, uns 
happy things that trouble the sensilive- 
minded man, Hibbert, too, in this ill. 
inntehed throm, shows us the man who 
has na faith, not not even in himaelf;

Soveral days ayo the Harbin 
police arreated the manager of a 
Chineso bookstore, known as the 
Kaiming Bookshop; on the ‘allega- 
tion that the store wha asclling 
communistle Mterature, The ar 
rest and search of the bookstore 
took plnee on March 20, the book- 
jitore bolng located In the Harbin 
Specin] District. Tho ratd of the 
store and arrest of the manager 
enused a considerable stir in 
etudont elrcles in Harbin, resulting 
in a demand for thé releasa of the 
mannger. The bookseller finally 
was released on bail, but the 
students continued their agltationg, 
and on Tuesday, April 1, the 
students organized: a demonstra 
tlon and distributed pamphlets de- 
manding the removal of “reac- 
tlonary” tenchors, including the 
Chief of the Educational Dopart- 
ment and the introduction of the 
atudy of social science in the 
Harbin schools, They also passed 
resolutions demanding the liberty 
of the press. : 

Finally a delegation of moro 
radical students secretly published 
a pamphict and took copies of it 
around to the editors of the loca} 
newspapers and demanded that it 
be reprinted in the papers. The 
students claimed they represented 
the so-called “Anti-imperialistic 
Union or League,” and threatened 
to demolish the ‘offices of the nows- 
papera in case the pamphict was 
not printed. 

On Wednesday, April 2, a group 
of 70 students, among thom many 
communists, approached “the office 
of the “Go Tsesi Pao” or Interna- 
tionnl] News published in the 
Pristan section of Farbin. Several 
students entered.the building, cut 
tho telephone wires and overturn: 
ed the type‘casts, as well as the 
newspaper “forms” which were 
belng made ready for printing. 
‘The police shortly arrived on the 
scene’ and stopped the demonstra: 
tions, but the International. News 
was foreed to suspend publication 
for several days. The police now 
have taken measures to provide 
better protection at the various 
Harbin newspaper offices. 

Moscow Conference. 

The Chinese Commissioner of 
Foreign Affairs in| Harbin, Mr. 
Chung Yi, has continued his dis- 
cussions with Mr. Rudi, Director 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway on 
questions pertaining to the forth- 
coming conference ini Moscow. 
According to authoritative reports, 
both sides apparently are desirous 
of making concessions, in spite of 
unconfirmed reports from Moscow to 
the effect that the Soviet Govern- 
ment will insist, upon following 
strictly the terms of the Habarovsk 
Protocol which binds the Chineso 
delegnies to discuss a number of 
outstanding political and diploma- 
tie questions aside from questidns 
pertaining to the C.E.R.-

PLANS OF ACTION. 


Joint Attack to be Launched 
Upon Hsuchow. 


Canton, Friday. 

Tho Shanai-Kuominchun allicd forces 
are reported to begin a general’ offen- 
sive on April. 15 against the National 
troops. Tho military plan of attack 
was drawn up and decided by Lu 
Chung-lin, Shih Ching-ting, and Sun 
Liang-ching during the military con- 
clave ‘held at Chengchow recently. 
Sun Liang-ching will bo C.L.C. of the 
Lung-Hai Line, to command the forces 
ot Changchow ond Kaifeng, togethar 
with those under Sun Ticn-ying and 
Wan Tsun-taoi, who are jointly to at- 
tack Hauchow. Soong Chih-yuon and 

Ih Ching-ting will be G.LC. and 
Vice-G.1.C. of the Ping-Han line, re- 
spectively, to invade the Hankow area. 
Slmultancously, Feng Yu-hslang and 
Yen Hal-shan will direct the general 
troop. movements the one at Cheng- 
chow and the other at Shihchiachuang. 

Preparing tho coming campaign, 
the Kuomlnchun general Sun Liang- 
ching left Chengchow on April 8 for 
Sincheng and will soon procecd to 
Hauchow on the Ping-Han linc. Soong 
Chih-yuen and Pang Ping-hsun return- 
ed to’ Loyang from Chengchow on tho 
gnme day. The Shansi gencral Fev 
Yung-chang has arrived at Shibehia- 
chuang, where he is now organising his 
G.H.Q. 

To Penetrate Northern Hupeh. 

Tho Kuominchun, under Chang Wal- 
ani and Tien Kin-knoi, are about to. 
penetrate Leohokow in tho north of 
Hupch in two directions, ono from 
Chingtzckuan Pass and tho othor from 
Pat Ho (White-River); their van- 
guards are reported to have arrived at 
Wanglungchen in south-wost Honan 
and already engaged with the National 
forces.

President Chiang, accompanied by 
Genoral Llu Chih, inspected the troops 
and fortifications in tha western scc- 
tlon of Hsuchow on the morning of 
April 10 and proceeded to Sikshan in 
the afternoon. The same evening, the 
Prealdent called o military conference 
at Hsuchow, attended by ‘Chen Tiao- 
yusn, Han Fu-chu, Liu Chih, Kno 
Tsu-tung, ctc., numbering over 10 
genornls. The following questions were 
‘discussed: the defence of Hsuchow; the 
campaign on the Tain-Pu Ilne; the decis 
slon on defenelve plans; the Shantung 
situation as reported by Chen | Tino- 
yuan; tha request of Han Fu-chu to he 
responsible for tho Tsining area. After 
the meoting, the President left Hsuchow 
by special train, arriving at Pukow on 
April 11 in the the morning and at Nan- 
king in the afternoon. The President 
will shortly call an important mecting 
to decide upon the final plans against 
the Shansi party. 

Acting in ¢o,operation with the rebels 
under Sun Tien-ying, the Kuominchun 
under Wan Taun-tsoi’ are’ marching 
forward from Lanfeng to press on Sik- 
shan on tho Lung-Hai line which city 
In now well guarded by Liu Chih.
